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Seniors need to 
be prepared for 
Y2K possibilities

QUESTION: As the year 
comes to a close, I'm getting a 
bit nervous about Y2K, espe- 
cially because I'm older and 
live alone. I don’t know 
whether it’s nothing to worry 
about or if I actually need to 
prepare for the worst. What 
should I do? 

ANSWER: First, let me tell 
you that you are not alone in 
your concerns about Y2K. This 
technology bug may cause 
computers to confuse the year 
2000 with 1900. No one knows 
what problems may occur, 
how widespread he or she may 
be, or how long they will last 

The good news is that feder- 
al, state and local govern- 
ments, as well as banks and 
other financial institutions, 
retail businesses and every 
other group affected by this 
problem have been working 
together to attempt to solve it 
and insure that public health 
and safety services will not be 
disrupted when the new millen- 
nium starts. 

So, let us not think of Dec 
31 at midnight as “doomsday.” 
There is no re n to overre- 
act. But, here is what you 
should do: you should prepare 
just as you would for the win 











ter storm season, in case there 
are disruptions with electrici- 
ty, telephone or appliances, 


That means it’s a good idea 
to have the following on hand: 

+ Three-day supply of food 
and water 

+ Battery-powered radio 
and flashlights 








* Prescription and non-pre- 
scription medications 
* Small amount of cash 
+ Seasonal outdoor clothes 
» At least a half-tank of 
gas and other essentials 
Ask your doctor how to 
handle your medical condi 
tions should an emergency 
arise. Make a list of all your 
medical conditions and have 
your medical insurance and 
Medicare cards readily 
available. As always, it 
would be beneficial to have a 
list of doctors and relatives 
and friends who should be 
yntacted, if need be 
If possible, make sure you 
iave an extra set of items 
you may need such as eye- 
glasses, hearing aid batter 
ies, wheelchair batteries or 
oxygen. If you receive home 
health services and/or use 
medical equipment in your 
home that uses electricity, 
contact your doctor and 
ces provider to 
discuss what you should do if 
an emergency arises during 
the date change 
For those who have physi- 
cal impairments and use a 














cane or a walker, for example, 
it would be wise to make 
arrangements with your rela- 
tives and/or neighbors to regu- 
larly visit 

Also, listen for information 
about hazardous weather and 
other events on battery-operat 
ed radios and television, heed 
the advice of the American 
Red Cross and local officials. 
If you are told to evacuate, 
leave right away. 

In some communities, sen- 
ior citizens who need help 
and/or must have assistance 
for special transportation dur- 
ing an evacuation, may take 
advantage of advance registra- 
tion systems in the communi

Finally, wateh out for scam 
artists! Scam artists are try 
ing to exploit seniors by tele- 
phoning or going door-to-door 
to sell unnecessary Y2K items 
such as expensive generators, 
survival kits, additional insur 
overage, etc 
se who claim they are 
selling something as a repre- 
sentative of the Illinois 
Emergency Management 
Agency or any ather state 
agency is misrepresenting 
themselves. Anyone insisting 
that “lime is running out” and 
you need such items is using 
seare tactics. And, by all 
means, do not give out your 
bank account number 

Remember you can always 
check with Illinois Department 
on Aging Senior HelpLine at 
(800) 252-8966 if you are unsure 
about how to get ready for 

Y2K or for the winter storm 
son. You can also contact 
your local emergency service 
disaster agencies for informa- 
tion about what to do during 
an evacuation. (Contact the 
Illinois Emergency 
gement Agency at (800) 
782-7860 for the address and , 
telephone number of the agen- 
cies. 

The important thing is to 
use the information outlined in 
this column and take responsi- 
bility to plan for any type of 
disaster situation. Having the 
right supplies handy and mak- 
ing arrangements with family, 
friends and neighbors to visit, 
are just two key ways 

Even if Y2K doesn’t cause 
major problems, it is still good 
sense to know what to do in 
the event of any kind of disas- 
ter. Whether a blizzard, torna 
do, flood or anything else

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Egg safety regulations” 


now federal matter ;

Normalizing egg safety 
regulations is now a federal 
concern. 

"Our country has one of 

SIREN the 
safest 
ege sup- 
plies in 
the world, but we have the 
science and know-how to 
make it even safer," said 
U.S. Sen. Dick Durbin. 

Legislation proposed by 
Durbin (D-Illinois), original- 
ly cosponsored by Sen. Tom 
Harkin (D-lowa), on the 
Senate Agriculture 
Committee, would require 
uniform expiration dates and 
warning labels on cartons, 
and prohibit the return of 
unsold eggs from retailers to 
plants where there may be 
"washed" and sent back for 
resale 

That was never a prac- 
tice at our plant,” said Al 
Becker, president of 
Germantown Egg Company 

"We have a USDA inspec- 
tor on-site daily,” Becker 
said 

For that assurance, the 
company must pay a fee to 
the USDA, who then pays 
the inspector's salary 

Durbin's proposal would 
distill all egg safety respon- 
sibilities under the control of 
one agency. The Food Safety 
and Inspection Service of the 
U.S. Department of 
Agriculture would be given 
the responsibility to inspect 
and regulate shell eggs from 
the farm to the grocer in 
order to protect publi 
health. This responsibility is 
currently divided between 
four federal agencies

St. Louis celebrated a century of 
sports Monday night at the Fox Theatre. 
“The Firstar Century of Saint Louis 

Sports Celebration” was a look at St. 
Louis’ rich sports tradition, from the 
first Olympics held in the United States 
in 1904 to Mark McGwire’s home run 
accomplishments in 1998, and many 
events in between. 

Sometimes this side of the river, now 
commonly known as Metro East, feels 
slighted in these types of events. I don’t 
think that was the case Monday night. 
No fewer than 12 Metro East athletes 
and officials were recognized at the gala 
event, which was attended by more than 
4,000 people. The Metro East folks took 
center stage, getting their just applause 
with the likes of Stan Musial, Dan 
Dierdorf and countless others who filled 
the Fox stage by the time the three- 
hour-plus show was completed. 

Yes, it was a celebration. It wasn't a 
time to rate the all-time greats, 
although Jackie Joyner-Kersee and 
Musial were recognized at the end as 
the St. Louis Athletes of the Century.

You probably won’t get an argument 
from anyone on those two selections. 
Kersee, who grew up in East St. 
Louis, headed the Metro East contin- 
gent. The Olympian won six medals, 
including three golds, a silver and two 
bronzes in heptathlon and long jump 
competition. She is recognized by many 
as the world’s greatest female athlete of 
all time. When interviewed by emcee 
Bob Costas, Jackie didn’t dwell on her 
accomplishments but instead spoke 
about - and thanked people for - the 


support she has received from the cre- 
ation of the new youth center that bears 
her name in East St. Louis. 
Jackie’s brother, Al Joyner, also was 
i for his accomplishments in 
the triple jump at the 1984 
Olympics in Los Angeles.

‘Felicia's Journey’ unnerving, catches audienc 


The latest film from Atom 
_ Egoyan, who scored Academy 

Award nominations two.years 
ago for writing and directing 
“The Sweet Hereafter,” could 
be called “The Deadly 
Present.” 

How can that be, you may 
ask, especially given the lilting

affected by the movie's star, 
Bob Hoskins, in uncharacteris- 
tically courtly form? 

It's Egoyan's way to 
address potentially sensation- 
alistic material indirectly, 
even obliquely, to catch the 
audience off-guard. The result 
- “Felicia's Journey” - 1s per- 
haps the quietest film ever 
made about a serial killer, 
though nojless unnerving for 
preferring the muted to the 
macabre. ‘ 

At heart, Egoyan's style is 
one of a clinician whose appar- 
ent cool sometimes leaves you 
wondering whether he has a 
heart. But there's something to 
be said for this director's 
stealth, which keeps its dis- 
tance from emotions that other

Hereafter,” which was drawn 
from Russell Banks' wounding 
novel, “Felicia's Journey” has 
a literary source in the fiction 
of William Trevor. 

And, unusual for the 
movies, this film is in essence 
what in the theater is called a 
“two-hander” - a duet turned 
face-off between putative - 
friends who end up potentially 
murderous adversaries. 

At the start, there's little to 
suggest the intentions of 
Hoskins’ character, Joseph 
Hilditch, a catering supervisor 
who inspires affection among 
his staff at work but spends 
evenings alone fussing around 
the enormous kitchen of his 
rambling home. 

Hilditch finds companion- 
ship in grainy videotapes of a 
decades-old cooking program 
hosted by Gala (Arsinee 
Khanjian), a cheerily eccen- 
tric Frenchwoman who is 
glimpsed in the footage along- 
side her plump and clearly dis- 
comfited young son. 

The hapless young boy, of 
course, grows up to become 
the seemingly benign, if no 

less eccentric, Hilditch - a man 
who turns preparing a roast 
lamb into a fastidious essay in 
culinary finesse.

tary life comes Felicia (Elaine 
Cassidy), a 17-year-old Irish 
girl who has arrived in 
England in search of her 
boyfriend so she can tell him 
she is pregnant. 

Unable to locate him, 
Felicia strikes up a hesitant 
friendship with Hilditch, whom 
she meets when her quest mis- 
takenly takes her to Hilditch's 
catering plant. 

The two bump into each 
other a second time and, 
before long, Hilditch is volun- 
teering to house the homeless 
Felicia - especially since, he is 
careful to volunteer, his own 
(non-existent) wife is ailing in 
the hospital. 

“Another person's trouble 
can lift the mind, Felicia,” 
explains Hilditch, whose 
remarks are rife with mock 
proverbs. (“A child is a bless- 
ing, Felicia, never forget 
that,” he adds chillingly later 
on.) 

But what seems like a 
meeting between two emotion- 
ally wayward, kindred souls 
begins to sour, as Felicia 











learns the fates of various 
other teen-age girls to have 
fallen under Hilditch's gently 
spoken spell. 

And yet, the film refuses to 
take the easy way out by 
demonizing Hilditch. In its 
reined-in manner, “Felicia's 
Journey” allows for the possi- 
bility of healing, so that 
Hilditch's reference to Felicia 
as “my special angel” isn't 
necessarily as sick as it 
seems. 

The movie makes particu- 
lar demands on its two leads, 


who admirably underplay their 


ultimately fraught rapport. 
By contrast, Khanjian - 
Egoyan's real-life wife - is 
deliciously over-the-top as the 
daffy, demanding mother, 
while Claire Benedict stays 
just the right side of carica- 
ture, playing an itinerant 
preacher whose unexpected 
arrival prompts the film's cli- 


max. 

Much like another 
Englishman, Michael Caine, 
Hoskins seems to be enjoying 
a career remake, opting out of 


e off-guard 


more mainstream fare in 
favor of the quirky, character- 
driven roles that first brought 
him to attention in “Mona 
Lisa” and “The Long Good 
Friday.” ~ 

If he isn't quite the revela- 
tion here that he was last year 
as the wrecked boxing coach 
in Shane Meadows' 
“TwentyFourSeven,” that's 
only because the current per- 


- formance - like the film as a 


whole - is a mite too studied. 

Newcomer Cassidy enters 
completely into the riven 
world of Felicia, a child- 
woman whose romantic 
dreams over time become 
cries for survival. That Felicia 
not only survives but even 
prospers is perhaps the ulti- 
mate.
